HOW TO CARRY MISSOURI

Committee Quotes 


On Proper Procedure. 


Documents in ‘Possession ‘of Senate Lobby 


Other St. Louisans

WASHINGTON, April 24, — 
Among the documents found by an 
investigator for the Senate .Lobby 
Committee in the files of the As- 


sociation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment is a report based on 
@ purported interview With Ed- 
ward W. Foristel, St. Louis law- 
yer, outlining how a committee or- 
ganized with “precisely the right 
people” could put Missouri on rec- 
ord against prohibition. 

The report was made Dec 7, 
last, by Carter Field, former Wash- 
ington’ correspondent of the New 
York Herald-Tribune, but at the 
time a special writer for a group 
of newspapers throughout § the 
country. It was not entered in 
the records of the committee to- 
day, but the committee is expéct- 
ed to vote this afternoon or to- 
morrow on whether this and oth- 
er documents of similar nature 
shall be included. 

Field, who made his report in 
the capacity of a confidential 
agent of the association under gal- 
ary of $625 a month, resigned from 
the Congressional press gallery a 
week ago, when the association 
records disclosed his connection 
with the wet organization. 

Field quoted a number of prom- 
inent Missourians on the possi- 
bility of the State registering a 
protest against prohibition, He 
did not state in his memorandum 
whether the vote: should be tak- 
en on a wet and dry referendum 
or on a proposal to repeal the 
State enforcement act. Opinion 
was divided on the outcome, Field 
reported. 

The text of the report was as 
follows: ‘“‘There is very little evi- 
dence of any change in the wet 
and dry sentiment in Missouri. 
One case is cited of Judge Dav- 
id Harris of Calaway and Boone 
counties, in the rural section, who 
imposed very drastic punishment 
for liquor law violations. He was 
defeated by a man regarded as 
more liberal. There are compli- 
cating circumstances, -.owever, so 
this is not a clear-cut casc. 

McAuliffe’s Opinion. 

“Joseph McAuliffe, managing 
editor of the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat, told me that at least 
400 people from the country sec- 
tions were now in jail for liquor 
law violations. He is convinced 
that this sort of thing has worked 
a change in sentiment in rural Mis- 
souri and that it might be possi- 
ble now to carry the State on a 
wet referendum. 

“I might say here that with a 
single exception of the Smith-Hoo- 
ver elecfion McAuliffe has never 
been wrong in forecasting a Mis- 
souri election. if it were not that 
I fear that the same factor which 
caused him to go wrong then may 
becloud his judgment now I 
would be inclined to follow his 
opinion and make a flat predic- 
tion. ; 

“Strengthening the McAuliffe 
view is that of. E. W. Foristel. I 
have never known Foristel to be 
wrong in predicting a Missouri 
election and I have seen him in 
every campaign and most pri- 
maries since 1920. In 1922 he 
came within a very narrow margin 
of calling the turn on the Reed 
re-election on every section of the 
state except Kansas City, where 
there was a last minute turnover. 
He was right in forecasting at 
St. Louis would give Reed a big 
majority. In short, he has been 
uncanny in his cold judgment of 
what would happen politically. I 
have been touring this country 
during campaigns for a good many 
years and I do not know any one 
who could be compared to him in 
this respect. 

Koeln’s Name Used. 

“Foristel says if everything 
should be handled just right he be- 
lieves the State would go wet. He 
believes it essential that a commit- 
tee be organized with precisely the 
right people on it with a view of 
influencing the various political 


cal divisions, and religious denom- 
inations, He outlined for me. a 
committee he would appoint.if he 
had the appointing power and re- 
sponsibility for the campaign.” 

Here followed the names of a 
dozen mén prominent in business 
ana the proféssions in -St. Louis, 
oue from Kansas City and one 
from S8t. Joseph. It concluded 
with the name of Collector Ed- 
mond Koeln. Obviously those 
named were chosen for their re- 
ligious and social connections as 
well as their business and politi- 
¢al affiliations. . 

“To this Hst I, of course, would 
add Foristel himself,” -the report 
went on. Koeln and Foristel have 
worked together politically for 
many years. Foristel believes that 
Koeln would be the best person to 
be approached for the organization 
of-such a committee and that he 
would not only be able to obtain 
co-operation for the right persons, 
but that he would be strong enough 
to compel acquiesence and to pre- 
vent friction. Without my men- 
tioning the name Foristel pointed 
out that any committee appointed 
must be able to prevent such 
schisms as that made possible by 
the disaffection of Judge Priest, 

“Koeln Would Be Fine.” 

“In the presence of Mr. 8. E. 
Edmunds, the following day, while 
talking to State Senator Michael 
Kinney, Democratic leader in the 
Upper House, whether he thought 
Koeln would be a good man to or- 
ganize'a committee, bearing in 
mind that Koeln is by the way 
of being a Republican boss and 
Kinney a militant Democratic boss, 
Kinney told Mr. Edmunds and my- 
self that he thought Koeln would 
be fine. He also said that = he 
thought that under the proper 
auspices the State might go wet. 
Mr. Edmunds told me afterward he 
was much surprised to find Kinney 
so optimistic. On the other side 
of the picture Mr. George Mark- 
ham was rather dubious as to the 
possibility of the State going wet 
and referred me to Elmer Donnell 
of the Associated Industries. Mr. 
Donnell is tin constant totch with 
manufacturers all Over the State. 
He does not believe there ig the 
slightest chance that the State could 
be carried wet. Mr. Markham 
thought that an educational cam- 
paign of at least two years and of 
a very thorough nature would be 
essential before the vote. 

“Mr. John L. Mauran, one of the 
leading architects of St. Louis, to 
whom you gave me a letter, was 
of the opinion that if a vote were 
held in 1930 the state would go 
dry. Dr. Clements, Republican 
national committeeman, believes 
that wet sentiment is growing out- 
side St. Louis in the state but that 
it would be better from the wet 
standpoint to postpone the vote for 
at least another year to take ad- 
vanage of this growth and the ¢en- 
timent against the various o)bje:- 
tions to prohibition. 

Opinions of Others. 

“Curtis Betts of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, unquestionably the 
best political reporter in the state, 
believes that while St. Louis would 
give an enormous wet majority the 
dry vote in the rest of Whe estate 
would swamp it. This precise view 
is also held ‘by Frank Taylor, the 
very shrewd managing editor of the 
St. Louis Star, and by the editorial 
writers on that paper. & 

“Roy Roberts, managing editor 
of the Kansas City Star, told me 
he had no doubt that Kansas City 
would- go heavily dry and add to 
the rural sections a dry majority 
which St. Louis, he thought, could 
not posgsibly overcome. Mr. Shap- 
leigh introduced me to Judge 
Priest, who spent most of his time 
attacking Capt. Stayton. The get.- 
eral impression in'St. Louis gee.ned 
to be that the Missouri association 
was On its last legs.” 

Witnesses belonging to the asso- 
ciation have not been questioned 
by the committee about the report 
on Missouri.

$500 FOR BECKER 


Records Disclose’ Him as 
One of Two Contributors 
Listed in- That Official’s 
Return. 


STATE SECRETARY 
‘LEAVES CAPITAL 
Nothing Done Toward 
Obeying -Caulfield’s Or- 
der to Report on Bank- 

rupt Brokerage: Firm.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 24. — 
Secretary of State Becker's letter to 
W. H. Young, president of the col- 
lapsed brokerage house of W. H. 
Young & Bros, Inc. thanking 
Young fer his efforts in Becker's 
race for re-election in 1928, has 


prompted an examination of Beck- 
ers’ declaration of campaign ex- 
penditures, disclosing Young as one 
of the two contributors to his fund. 

In Becker’s declaration, filed in 
his own office Nov. 27, 1928, aré 
listed total expenditures of 
$5750.57, including $1000 contrib- 
uted to the Republican State Com- 
mittee and $100 candidate’s filing 
fee. The $1100 was paid with $600 
collected and contributed by Sam 
A. Clark, newspaper publisher of 
Carroliton, and $500 collected and 
contributed by W. H. Young. Un- 
like Clark, Young’s address is not 
given, but it is assumed he is the 
same W. H. Young who personally 
and through his brothers and em- 
ployes earned: Becker’s thanks for 
political activity. 

The Secretary of State through 
his appointee, Securities Commis- 
sioner Fenton T. Stockard, had 
jurisdiction over Young Bros., as 
well as other brokerage houses and, 
as the St. Louls Better Business 
Bureau urged last August, could 
have investigated Young Bros, to 
ascertain whether their business was 
sound, Instead, Young Bros. were 
permitted to operate until a month 
ago, when the firm crashed wifh 
a $2,000,000 loss to the investing 
public. 

Becker Not at Home. 

With Secretary Becker absent 
from Jefferson City, no explanation 
of the W. H. Young contribution 
could be obtained. Becker’s wife 
told inquirers he had left the city 
without telling her his destination, 
At his office, it was said his where- 
abouts is unknown, _ 

Becker was scheduled to speak 
on “Progressive Missouri” before a 
Republican women’s club in 8t. 
Louis yesterday, but canceled the 
address on the ground of iliness 
in his family. His departure from 
the capital followed a day after 
the Post-Dispatch had disclosed po- 
litical activity of the Youngs in his 
-behalf, and his letter of thanks to 
them. 

Secretary Becker draws a base 
salary of $3000 annually, increased 
to $4500 with allowances for com- 
mission meetings, It is understood 
he had planned to seek the Repub- 
tican nomination for Governor in 
1932. 

No Action on Caulfield’s Order. 

With Becker away from his of- 
fice, no move has been made to-* 
ward compliance with Gov. Caul- 
field’s order of, yesterday, calling 
upon the Secretary to make a com- 
plete report of all transactions had 
by him, his appointee, Commission- 
er Stockard, or anyone else con- 
nected with the office, with the 
firm of Young Bros.and their va- 
rious subsidiaries and interests. 

Becker had responded to a reso- 
lution by the Better Business Bu- 
reau, criticising Stockard, by or- 
dering a “sweeping investigation” 
made of the 2300 companies is-| 
suing and dealing in securities in 
Missouri. Becker did not mention 
Young Bros. but attributed his or- 
der to the “recent Wall Street 
crash,” now six months old.

OXYGEN MACHINE IN AIRPLANE 
FOR SOLAR ECLIPSE OBSERVERS 


Ship for Monday’s Test Being 
Made Ready at San Diego 
California. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal, April 24.— 
An oxygen-equipped plane in which 
Capt. A. W. Stevens of the Army 
Air Corps will attempt to photo- 
graph the moon’s shadow as it 
sweeps across the Sierras Monday 
during the solar eclipse is being 
prepared at Rockwell Field. The 
attempt to photograph the shadow 
will take place at Honey Lake, 
Cal. 

Lieut. John D. Corkillo, who, like 
Capt. Stevens, is from Wright 
Field, Dayton, O., will pilot the 
plane. They will be accompanied 
by. a civilian scientist from the 
Bell Telephone Co.’s taboratory. 

The moon’s shadow, moving at 
a speed of 1800 miles an hour, will 
be only 3000 feet in diameter, and 
the period of totality will be but a 
second and a half. The path of 
totality starts about 300 miles out 
at sea, and sweeps eastward just 
north of San Francisco. 

Totality will occur at approx!i- 
mately 1 p..m. Central Standard 
time. The plane will be obliged 
to make a turn of 180 degrees in 
20 seconds, Capt. Stevens declared, 
in order to carry out the work suc- 
cessfully.

LAY DRUNK ON BED 


Testify at ~ Inquest — 
Widow Tells of Giving 
Pistol to Daughter. — 


A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned today in the killing 
of Phillip. Keipp,. 43 years old, a 
former policeman, who was shot 
yesterday afternoon by his daugh- 
ter, Anna, 21-year-old clerk, as he 
lay on a bed intoxicated at his 
home, 3955 Aldine avenue. 
Keipp was released on $10,000 
bond pending presentation of the 
case to the grand jury. 

The daughter wept during the 
inquest and did not testfiy. From 
her chair in the hearing room she 
gave her name and address, and 


her attorney, Sigmund Bass, then 
told Coroner Dever he had advised 
his client not to make a statement. 
Witnesses were policemen, Mrs. 


Earl, 11 years old. ’ 

. Mrs. Keipp was composed on the 
witness stand. -She told of remov- 
ing the revolver from beneath -her 
husband’s pillow after he had 
chased her from the house, and 
threatened to kill her. She later 
gave the weapon to her daughter,. 
who left her work to take it away 
from the home. She was not in the 
bedrdéom when the shots were fired, 
she said. In response to a question 
of counsel the widow said her hus- 
band had abused and threatened 
her frequently, and had also abused 
the children when intoxicated. — 

Boy Weeps on Stand. 

Earl, who wept while giving tes- 
timony, said he gaw his mother 
give his sister the revolver. “Sister 
went upstairs and mother followed 
her, and I went up after mother, 
Then I heard shots and ran out of 
the house,” he testified. 

Miss Keipp fired three bullets 
into her father’s body, when, she 
said, he attempted to rise from the 
bed and she feared he would beat 
her. 

Keipp died of two wounds of the 
abdomen and one in the neck, the 
ullets from the .38-caliber revolver 
passing through the body and the 
bed. 


In a written statement to police 
at Deer Street Station Miss Keipp, 
who is employed at the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co., today 
gave an account of the shooting 
and the circumstances leading. up 
to it. 
The Daughter’s Story. 

“T had to leave home when I 
was 16 years old because of fa- 
ther’s drinking and his abuse. He 
ran me out and he has continued 
to beat mother and the other chil- 
dren. Tuesday night mother came 
to my aunt’s house at 3940 St. Louis 
avenue, where I have roomed for 
a year, and told me father had 
threatened her life. I asked her 
to spend the night with me, but 
she said she had to go home to look 
after the children. 

“Yesterday about 4:30 p. m. I 
telephoned Miss Alice Hughes, who 
lives next door to mother, and 


went out there. Mother was itn the/ 
kitchen, which is in the basement. 
She said was sick and. nervous. 
I asked for the revolver, which I

W. W. Roper, Head Foot- 
ball Coach at Princeton, 
Declares Dry Law Has 
Hurt Temperance Cause.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Sir 
. Henry Drayton, chairman of the 
Liquor Control Board of Ontario, 
defended the Canadian liquor con- 
trol system today before the House 
Judiciary Committee. He said the 
people had found that prohibition 
gid not prohibit 

W. W. Roper, head football 
woach at Princeton, said he op- 


posed the dry laws because he felt 
the cause of temperance was being 
hurt. 

The extensive public hearings 
on prohibition by the committee 
were closed by Chairman Graham, 
after hearing the testimony of Sir 
Henry. 

Describes Canadian System. 

The committee heard a descrip- 
tion of the Canadian control sys- 
tem from Sir Henry, who prefaced 
his testimony by explaining that he 
came at the request of the com- 
mittee. He had been invited, he 
gaid, after a dry witness, former 
Premier E. C. Drury of Ontario 
Province had attacked the Canadi- 
an plan. Sir Henry said, however, 
that he had come to answer no 
one, and that he occupied a po- 
sition of neutrality. 

Ontario, he said, is the dryest of 
all Canadian provinces. During the 
war period there was a scarcity of 
food and prohibition was enacted. 
He added that during the war pro- 
hibition worked well, and that in 
1919, when a vote was taken, pro- 
hibition obtained 68 per cent of the 
votes cast. In 1923 another vote 
gave prohibition 61 per cent of the 
votes cast. 


“Did Not Prohibit.” 


This change was attributed by 
Sir Henry to “the things” that fol- 
low peace-time prohibition. 

‘We had swamp whisky,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘We had all kinds of sub- 
stitutes. There was a growing use 
of flasks. There was a growing use 
of strong lquor. 

“Those were the things that 
caused the change. The people 
found that prohibition did not pro- 
hibit.”” 

The people then adopted the 
liquor control law, the witness said, 
“as a more effective thing than 
prohibition.” 

“The worst thing under prohibi- 
tion, and I am only speaking for 
us, was that temperance educatien 
ceased. It became a matter of Gov- 
ernment control. Legislative force 
succeeded a campaign of moral 
persuasion. Unfortunately, legisla- 
tive force did not work for us. It 
may work for some people. I know 
legislative force has worked with 
the Turks in Africa.” 

Liquor Releases Decrease. 

The amount of distiled liquor re- 
leased for consumption in 1915, he 
said, was 6,942,930 gallons for a 
population of 7,362,000. 

In 1923 the amount released was 
4,275,110 gallons for a population 
of 9,668,000. 

Sir Henry said the usefulness of 
the control act would depend 
largely on how far social workers 
co-operate with the Government. 
“We find that where we are for- 
tunate enough to have close co- 
operation, the results are excel- 
lent,”’ he said. 

Congressman Linthicum (Dem.), 
Maryland, in charge of wet wit- 
nesses, presented Willlam H. Stay- 
ton of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment, who put 
into the record several letters in 
answer to dry testimony. One com- 
munication, from Mrs. Jacob A. 
Riis of New York, head of the Riis 
neighborhood settlement work, 
said: 

“In the past year, six speak. 
easies have opaned in the blocks 
immediately adjacent to the settle- 
ment. . . While the most no- 
torious of these places was running 
two or three drunken men every 
night lay in the gutters of our 
block on Henry street. We see 
drunken men on the streets of the 
neighborhood now, several a 
month; but we see at least one and 
often two or three on the subways 
and elevated virtually every night. 

“Drink has always been a prob- 
lem in our neighborhood. In the 
old days it was a problem. It is 
still as big a problem as it was 
20 years ago.”

MACHINE GUN FRE 


Troops Disperse Mob After 
Armored Car Is Set Afire, 
Burning Two Occupants 
to Death.

BOMBAY, India, April $4.—with 
spread of the anti-government 
movement, serious rioting and 
fighting with troops is reported in 
widely-separated sections of India. 
At Peshawar, important outpust 
city near the entrance to Khyber 
Pass, one British soldier or more, 
and 20 native rioters were killed, 
reports say, when a mob protested 
against arrest of several anti-gov- 
ernment agitators. 

A Lahore dispatch says the out- 
break was suppressed only when 
Gurkha troops poured machine gun 
and rifle fire into the mob, which 
had held up an armored car, 
poured kerosene on it, and burned 
it. Both occupants were burned to 
death. Deputy Commissioner of 
Police H. A. F. Metcalfe and As- 
sistant Superintendent of Police 
Garrod were injured on the face, 
me latter seriously. 

At another point, a_i Brit- 
ish Sergeant on a motorcycle 
approached the rioters, who pulled 
him off his machine and hacked 
him on the face with an ax. He 
was said to have died of his 
wounds. 

Military Rule in City. 
British and Gurkha troops during 
the night took absolute charge of 
the city and were said to be main- 
taining a strong guard at the gates 
to prevent incursions by the hill 
tribesmen, who swarm down in 
search of loot, when there are dis- 
turbances. There are sections 
about Peshawar over which Brit- 
ish authority never has been fully 
extended. 

The disturbances began with ar- 
rest of several political agitators 
for various offenses... Crowds col- 
lected to protest against the deten- 
tion, the demonstrators soon 
getting out of control. Police and 
troops, principally Gurkhas, were 
sent to restore order. 
On the other side of the Empire 
in Calcutta a crowd heard that 
Mayor J. M. Sen Gupta, impris- 
oned for six months for his activity 
in behalf of the civil disobedience 
movemeng, had died or been killed 
in prison. They stormed the gates 
of the prison, demanding to be 
shown Sen Gupta, dead or alive. 
The authorities refused to do 
this, although issuing a statement 
that he was alive and was not un- 
dertaking a hunger strike. The 
British wife of Sen Gupta main- 
tained a vigil outside the prison 
throughout the night. Police ulti- 
mately dispersed the mob. 
Pursuing Arsenal Raiders. 
In the Chittagong neighborhood 
troops continued their pursuit of 
the insurgents who Friday night 
attacked the police arsenal, killing 
six of the defenders. In a skirmish 
yesterday Burma Valley Light 
Horse killed 12 of the insurgents, 
seriously wounded two, and arrest- 
ed 14. Troops sought also. the four 
suspects, who while being search- 
ed for weapons at Feni, drew 
pistols and shot five police. 
Meanwhile Mahatma Gandhi, 
leader of the civil disobedience 
movement, continued to preach his 
doctrine of non-violent resistance

2000 Convicts in Ohio Prison — 
Threaten to Kill Their Guards 
Unless Released From Cages

Disturbance Quieted Somewhat, but Troops 
Are Mobilized Outside—Dismissal of State 
Clemency Board Among Demands. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, 0O., April 24.—~As| 
investigators of the Ohio peniten- 
tiary fire today continued their in- 
quiry into the disaster which killed 
318 convicts, the. general spirit of 
unrest in the prison flamed into re- 
volt against discipline. After a 
night of disgtieting reports, some 
2000 convicts in the “White’ City” 
Idle.House threatened open war- 
fare if they were ‘not released from 
the cages immediately. They said 
they ‘would kill the 20 guards 
in the cell block if they were not- 


‘turned: loose into the: prison yard. 
In the yard itself another disor- | 


der occurred. Some 100 convicts, 
confined temporarily in the chapel, 
were aroused by speeches made by 
leaders. These men were from the 
cell block ‘where a majority of the 
victims died. National guard offi- 
cers and prison officials attempted 
to quiet them. Troops were mobil- 
ized outside. 

A majority of the convicts in the 
prison yard later quieted down. An

In the E and F biocks, to the 
left of the guard room, and. near 
the scene of the fire, two convict 
orators were addressing 600 con- 
victs on the lower floor. All were 
congregated at the rear of the 
block. One speaker, a Negro, was 
heard to shout: ““‘They have already 
murdered more than 300." Only 
two guards were in these blocks 

It was reported by the dining- 
room staffs that all convicts had 
refused to work. 


Former Prison Chaplain T. A. 
Reed, who went into the Idle House 
earlier in an effort to quiet the 
men, came out and announced the 
convicts had made three demands: 

First—That John Richardson, 
covicted murderer scheduled to die 
tomorrow night, receive a life term 
instead. 

Second—Immediate removal of 
the Board of Clemency. 

Third—An unlimited and imme- 
diate supply of tobacco. 

Reed said the prisoners demand- 
ed the removal of the board, be- 
cause, they said, recommendations 
of trial judges, prosecutors and 
other officials on paroles, were ig- 
nored by the board.

ing the Union Square riot March 6, 
four Communist leaders, Wiliam 
Z. Foster, Robert Minor, Israel 
Amter and Harry Raymond were 
sentenced in Special Sessions to 
serve not more than three years in 
the penitentiary on Welfare Island. 

A fifth man convicted, Joseph 
Lester, was sentenced to serve only 
30 days because the three justices 
considered he was a tool of the 
others. 

The extent of the punishment 
must be determined under the law 
by the parole commissioner. An 
indeterminate sentence may run 
from one day to three years. The 
Parole Commissioner is em powered 
to study the case of the individual 
prisoner, set a minimum term and, 
if the convict’s conduct warrants 
| it, to release him at its expiration 
if the sentencing Justices agree. 
The usual minimum is six months. 

Reds Denounce 

Carrying prepared statements 
inte court with them, Foster, Amter 
and Minor, before they were 
sentenced, declaimed against their 
treatment. At times the irritated 
Justices tried in vain to silence 
them. 

At one point Minor said: “We 
were tried not only for the demon- 
stration of March 6, but the coming 
demonstration May 1.” . 

Despite police precautions, th 
corridors of the Criminal Courts 
Building were thronged when the 
prisoners appeared for sentence. An 
attempt to cheer®was quickly sub- 
dued. Apparently in good spirits, the 
prisoners were grasped by the hand 
and encouraged by friends as their 
police guard forced a way into the 
| Special Sessions courtroom. where 
Justices Salomon, McInerney and 
Murphy were sitting. 

Regular routine of court was 
suspended. The prisoners imme- 
diately lined up before the bar. 
Foster, Minor and Amter held type- 
written sheets of paper in their 
hands. After Probation Officer 
Frank A. Taylor had read his re- 
ports on the record of the prisron- 
ers, their counsel, Robert H. El- 
der, announced that they wished 
to say a few words in their own 
behalf before sentence. 

Permission granted, Foster, wav- 
ing his hands above his head, be- 
gan his speech: 

“] wish to protest against the 
whole procedure of this trial and 
conviction as an attempt to pre-

| “The breaking up of the parade, 
holding us without bail, trumping 
up of these charges, the denial of 
our right to a jury trial, carrying 
us before Judgea with minds made 
up in advance, is an excellent ex- 
ample of capitalistic justice. 

“The Communist party proposes 
a program to present their de- 
mands (of the unemployed) to the 
country. They will understand 
why we have been sent to jail” 

Until this time the justices, al- 
though obviously annoyed, had 
maintained silence. Justice Salo- 
mon finally interposed: “You must 
confine yourself to the issue. We 
want no tirades on capitalistic jus- 
tice.” 

Foster pounded the tabie with 
his fist and began a spluttering re- 
tort, when his attorney gently 
pushed him back into a chair. 

“Your Honors,” Elder, a former 
Brooklyn Assistant District Attor- 
ney, said, “You lose your jurisdic- 
tion to impose sentence if you fail 
to give these defendants the right 
to say what they will in their own 
defense. May I very respectfully 
point that out to Your Honors? 
Will you now listen to the defend- 
ant Minor?” 

“We don't intend to listen to a 
vilification of this court.” said Jus- 
tice McInerney. rising to his feet.

HE passing of defense as the 

first requisite of any compe- 
tition has been noted in recent 
years. On the theory that the 
“best defense is a good attack,” 
one finds in all sorts of sports,, 
including baseball, the attack 
emphasized at the expense of the 
defense. 

It was only two decades ago 
that the opposite idea prevailed. 
“Stop ‘em first, then lick ‘em,” 
was the slogan. In boxing, then 
called the “manly art of self- 
defense,’ it was blocking, guard- 
ing, ducking, slipping, side-step- 
ping and ceuntering that sup- 
plied the thrills for the specta- 
tors. Now it’s the waliop only, 
that gets the crowd. Defense is 
lost today in the desire to land a 
heavy punch. 

ca * : 

In football old-timers played 
games close to the vest. A strong 
defensive team was sure of a 
place in the sun. Defeat couldn't 
be suffered by the team that had 
an adequate defense. 

Today the theory is entirely 
‘different. The old tactics, pre- 
scribing when a kick was neces- 
sary and what style of play must 
be used in certain situations have 
passed away. 


Cochems Began It. 

DDIE COCHEMS, famous St. 

Louis University coach, start-- 
ed the rout by openly stating that 
he didn't care so much about the 
niceties of his defense, or if his 
men made an unorthodox tackle 
now and then—scoring was the 
thing and defense could trail 
along afterwards. 

He pulled a split play against 
Nebraska with Acker running the 
ball out from behind his own 
goal line, and all the horrified 
football world gasped. But he 
gained 55 yards by it. 

It was the forerunner of to- 
day’s tactics, which induce the 
great field generals to throw for- 
ward passes with their backs up 
against their own goal lines, 
boot the ball on the first down 
for no apparent reason except to 
force a break and use other un- 
orthodox plays. All of which 
tells onlookers the attack is the 
thing today. 

In baseball, of course, the bat- 
tering of the old apple has re- 
placed the niceties of pitching, 
the tightness of defense and the 
daring and brilliancy of base 
running. Pounding the pellet is 
now the thing, not one-run pitch- 
ing. 

The new idea furnishes more 
thrills and less science but the 
average fan “we note prefers the 
thril—and that’s why defense in 
general has slipped into a sec- 
ondary place.

Symphony Concerts Over Radio — 
To Advertise St. Louis Proposed 


L. W. Baldwin Announces Plan for Abandon- 


ment of “Pop” Programs for New Policy 
if $750,000 Fund Is Raised. 
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If the current campaign for a 
$750,000 golden jubilee guarantee 
fund to meet the needs of the St 


Louis Symphony Orchestra for the 
next three years is successful, the 
“pop” concerts for the next season 
will be abandoned, it was an- 
nounced today, and instead the or- 
chestra will brondcast a series of 
18 or 20 one-hour weekly concerts 
over radio station KMOX as a civic 
advertisement next autumn and 
winter. 

A group of civic, financial and 
business Iaders was told of the 
broadcasting plan at a dinner last 
night at the St. Louis Country 
Club by L. W. Baldwin, president 
of the Symphony Society and pres- 
ident of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, 

“The paramount idea of the 
broadcasting,” said Baldwin today, 
“Is to advertise St. Louis as a place 
to live and visit and as a gateway. 
and to tell the advantages of spend- 
ing time here and visiting places 
of interest. While it is hoped this 
will interest more persons in the 
| support of the orchestra, that con- 
sideration is only secondary.” 

Thinks Public Taste Has Changed. 
Baldwin expressed opinion that 
the public taste for radio music 
has changed and that symphonic 
music was desired in preference to 
jazz, but it is not intended to per- 
form the “deepest” symphonic 
works. The hour of 5 to 6 p. m. on 
consecutive Sundays has been se- 
lected tentatively for the broad- 
casting, as a time when many per- | 
sons will be at home, between aft- 
ernoon drives and evening engage- 
ments, 
During intermissions of the radio 
programs, it is proposed to have 
brief talks on St. Louis community 
advantages, prepared by authori- 
ties on the various subjects, read 
by a trained announcer. Baldwin 
said it was likely the broadcasting 
plan would be carried out if a sub- 
stantial part of the guarantee fund 
is raised by autumn. 

Cost of Radio Concerts. 

Cost of providing the orchestra 
for the radio concerts will be borne 
by the Symphony Society and the 
time on the air will be donated by 
Station KMOX. Approximate cost. 
of a single concert is figured on 
a pro rata basis at $4900 to $5000, 
so tha’ the radio series will cost 
the society about $72.000 to $100.- 
000. On the other hand, there will 
be a comparatively small toss 
through abandonment of the “pop” 
concerts, since total income from

hour. After July 4, when its pow- 
er will be increased, KMOX ex- 
pects to originate a chain program 
in St. Louis once a month and con- 
templates including the Symphony 
Orchestra in the program. 

All broadcasting stations in 
North America likely will be in- 


vited to pick up the Symphony con- 
certs and rebroadcast them with- 
out charge. 

A Sheer Value. 

In his address at the Country 
Club, Baldwin referred to the rep- 
utation oSt. Louis had gained 
as a “city with a soul” through 
the $87,372,500 oid issue of 
1923, Col. Lindbergh's trans-At- 
lantic flight in The Spirit of St. 
[fuis, the Municipal Opera and 
other things. There is a sheer bus- 
iness value, he declared, in having 
the name of St. Louis associated 
with things of cultural value like 
these. a 

“Each of the radio programs,” 
said Baldwin, “will be arranged to 
provide time for a short talk upon 
the education, cultrral and  busi- 
mess advantages of the city. The 
subjects will include the compre- 
hensive pian of city beautification 
under way here—the most compre- 
hensive ever undertaken by any 
city anywhere: the educationa! ad- 
vantages St. Louis offers, its uni- 
versities, its private schools, its 
splendid public school system: the 
parks and playgrounde that it of- 
fers; the resources of its great 
public library system: the City Art 
Museum which is the only one in 
the United States supported by 
public taxation: the municipal zoo: 
municipal opera and the advan- 
tages which the city offers not only 
as a splendid place to live but in 
the way of opportunity for business 
and employment.” : 

The talks, Baldwin added, will 
stress the conviction that St. Louis 
is a good place in which to iive, 
work and do business, but no in- 
dividual enterprises will be adver- 
tised. He announced the desire to 
help make St. Louis the cultural 
as well as business center for the 
Southwest and West.

posed $8,350,000 Deal.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 24.— 
The application of the Common- 
wealth Utilities Corporation of 
Philadelphia for authority to ac- 
quire stock control of the St. Louis 
County Water Co., which would 
involve superimposing two holding 


companies on the operating com- 
pany, each of them charging a 
fee for managerial supervision, 
was taken under advisement by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion yesterday, after a hearing. 

The Commonwealth Corporation 
is seeking approval of its tract 
to purchase the 14,000 outstanding 
shares of no par value common 
stock of the St. Louis County Wa- 
ter Co., at $225 a share, or a total 
of 3,150,000. Assumption of 
liability for outstanding bonds and 
preferred stock would make the 
total cost of the property approz- 
lmately $8,350,000, 

Opposed by Municipalities. 

The proposed purchase was op- 
posed by the League of Munici- 
palities of St. Louis County, com- 
prising 11 towns and the City of 
St. Levis, on the grounds that the 
price is about $3,000,000 higher 
than the company’s valuation fixed 
by the commission, that the trans- 
fer would be contrary to public 
interest, and that the purchasers 
would either have to increase the 
rates to obtain an adequate return 
or refuse to make deserved de- 
creases. 

An intervening petition by the 
City of St. Louis charges the price 
of $225 a share for the common 
stock is excessive, “and justifics 
the conclusion that the purchasers 
cannot hope for reasonable divi- 
dends without exploiting the prop- 
erty at the expense of thc consun:- 
ers and the general public.” The 
proposal was declared a “holding 
company scheme.”

An organization that carries around a 
banner advertising its knight errantry 
to the extent that it “will always fight 
for progress and reform,” and “always 
remain devoted to the public welfare” 
ordinarily sueceeds in preferring the 
“cause” that, while it may be a counsel 
of perfection, at least stands out in fa- 
vorable contrast to the opposing interest 
when the latter happens to have no 
higher excuse for being than the avowed 
desire for gainful profit at the expense 
of desolated homes, broken hearts and 
wrecked lives. With its eye on your 
aforementioned platform, the Houston 
Post-Dispatch probably finds it hard to 
understand your preference. 

If at first you had even waved your 
hat a little in gesture of encouragement 
to the most progressive reform in his- 
tory, you could have decided a little 
later that your enthusiasm for the pub- 
lic welfare was a bit premature with- 
out, arousing suspicion. But to show no 
flicker of approval at all, but rather to 
start a campaign of extermination even 
before prohibition had landed on its feet 
in the ring seems just a trifle unreason- 
able, appearing under the banner of 
idealism you subscribe to. 

Your complete disregard of the mass

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A STATE SCAND 

Admission by Securities Commissioner Stockard 
that he is responsible for the State's failure to act 
against Young Bros., though warned of their instabil- 
ity by the Better Business Bureau seven months be- 
fore the firm collapsed with an approximate loss of 
$2,000,000 to investors, disqualifies him for such an 
important public office. 

Nor can doubt remain that to leave the Securities 
Commissioner under this or any other Secretary of 
State, or any officer Whoge official power can be used 
to re-elect himself, is to expose the blue sky law to 
the peril of exactly that political paralysis which 
caused the present scandal. Fortunately, the Gover- 
nor has power under the State Constitution to require 
an investigation of any part of the State government, 
and Gov. Caulfield has promptly moved to thresh out 
this whole scandalous matter. It is pure sophistry 
for Stockard to say that no other State official 
shares responsibility for his failure to stop Young 
Bros., as it is far from satisfactory to the public in- 
terest for Secretary of State Becker, whose campaign 
fund is shown to have received a $500 contribution 
from William H. Young, to say that Stockard was left 
entirely free to run the securities department. The tell. 
tale correspondence found in the files of Young Bros. 
shows their political ramifications to have extended 
not into State offices alone but into the campaigns for 
the election of State officials. The Securities Com- 
missioner, as an appointee of the Secretary of State, 
must have been of rare circumspection not to have 
felt friendly toward a firm whose support in the cam- 
paign Secretary Becker acknowledges in this letter to 
President Young:

The way German liners have wrecked Atlantic 
speed records has had its effect on the ship-building 
activities of competing nations, Soon after the Bre- 
men last summer took away the blue ribbon which 
the Mauretania had flaunted from her masthead for 
20 years, the White Star line demolished the keel of 
its Oceanic, which was to have been. the world’s 
largest ship, tore up the plans and prepared to start 
over.

The Europa’s recent achievement in bettering the 
Bremen's time was followed by announcement that 
the North German Lloyd’ and Hamburg-American 
lines had pooled their interests and would co-ordinate 
their services.

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PROF, MEYER AND MISSOURI U. 

Whether*the University of Missouri is to enjoy 4 
better or worse reputation for academic freedom will 
depend very largely upon what the Board of Curators 
does about the address made at Nashville, Tenn., a 
few days ago by Prof. Max Meyer. \ 

Addressing the Southern Society of Philosophy and 
Psychology, Prof, Meyer, who has just heen reinstat- 
ed at Missouri, expressed the opinion that the way in 
which he was suspended was more eharacteristic of 
the inquisition in the sixteenth century than of ed- 
ueation in the twentieth century. It is said that the 
Executive Committee of the university, which joined 
with President Brooks and the Columbia Tribune in 
making of the sex questionnaire incident perhaps the 
most complete mess ever made of an episode in Amer- 
fean education, is incensed and means to have an- 
other meeting of the inquisitorial body to see what 
shall be done with the professor now. 

Our advice to the university is to do no such thing. 
The reputation of the institution for not letting the 
members of its faculty say what they think is already 
bad enough. If Prof. Meyer did not think he was 
misjudged he would be about the worst psychologist 
we ever heard of, and if he were afraid to say so he 
could not be of much use.as an educator. He kept 
still a long time, and not until his chief inquisitor 
was ousted did he say.a word. Happily, President 
Brooks is leaving the university; but the curators who 
joined with him in degrading Prof. Meyer and mak- 
ing Missouri ridiculous remain. If they are to cen- 
tinue to judge the social and scientific value of 
faculty utterances in matters of which they know 
nothing, is it reasonable to suppose that the reputa- 
tion of the university as being a bad place for aca- 
demic freedom is going to improve? Certainly not. 

The committee from the American Association of 
University Professors which went to Columbia and 
investigated the questionnaire controversy says in its 
report that “the present situation in the University 
of Missouri in the matter of freedom in research and 
teaching, and security of tenure, is sufficiently grave 
to engage the serious attention of university men in 
general and of national organizations of investigators 
and educators in particular.” | 

Then it is syfficiently grave to engage the serious 
attention of the governing body at Missouri U. A 
university is only as great as its teachers. It is 
for the University of Missouri to say if it wants big 
teachers or little.

INUSTRAL OUTPUT 
DECLINED IN MARCH 


Trend of 
to Usual Movement, Reserve 
Board Reports. 


the Associated Press. 
© WASHINGTON, Apri 24.—The 
Federal Reserve Board im its 
monthly review of business condi- 
tions said today that industrial pro- 
duction declined in March, factory 
inn eal — hange 
and wholesale prices which con- 
tinued to drop had reached the 
lowest level since 1916. 

The March decline tn basic in- 
dustries, the board said, was con- 
trary to the usual seasonable trend. 
The average daily output of steel, 
coal and copper. it continued, de- 
creased substantially while cotton 
and wool textile dropped about in 
keeping with the seasonal rate. 
Production of automobiles anJ 
“fumber increased, the board found. 

“For the first quarter of the 
year,” the review said, “taken as a 
whole, output of basic industries 
was derably smaller than in 
the unusually active first quarter 
ef 1929 and emalier than in any 
other first quarter since 1925. In 
the steel and automobile industries 
output for the first three months, 
though smalier than in 1323, was 
about the same as in the corre- 
sponding month tn 1928, while in 
most of the other major fhdustries 
it was smaller than in either of the 
two preceding years.” 

Buliding contracts, the board 
continued, increased substantially 
im March as is usual at this season 
of the year, but it added that in 
comparison with a year ago “a 
large increase in contracts for 
public works and utilities was 
more than offset by a decrease in 
residential building.” 

The board related that factory 
etgployment and payrolls “which 
usually increased during March,” 
changed little from February and 
“continued to be considerably 
smalier than im other recent 
years.” 

The number of workers In the 
automobile industry increased less 
than usual and reductions in em- 
ployment and in earnings were re- 
ported in the iron, steel, machin- 
ery and car loading industries.
